Since not every- 
one is suited for college, as— the 
rate of freshman failures will 
readily prove, another part of the 
solution would seem to be in the 
upgrading, both socially and in- 
tellectually, of the present drive 
for vocational and “trade schools, 
and in the more extensive use of 
junior colleges both for deter- 
mining those who should proceed 
on to college, and to provide' the 
quasi-intellectually prepared stu- 
dent with some college level edu- 
cation.

The rationalization on the 
student’s part seems to be 
that the risks involved with v 
cheating are not as great as 
the risks involved with a fail- 
ing grade. The degree has be- 
come all important, and if 
there is to be no degree, then 
it matters little how or why 
the student failed to graduate. 
Guilt has also been rationalized 
to the point that it plays little, if 
any, part in the student’s apprai- 
sal of his own integrity. The fact 
that “everyone else is doing it” 
has saved most undergrads from 
worrying whether or not they 
have committed an act of which 
they need be ashamed. Most often, 
those who have cheated felt it 
necessary. They explained that 
they had to cheat because they 
had failed to prepare for an exam, 
or because it covered material 
they could not comprehend. The 
reasons are varied, and usually 
quite elaborate, but the plain fact 
is that few consciences ate truly 
bothered. 

Fear of punishment varies with 
the institution. At those schools 
where the honor system is still in- 
tact (and these are usually mili- 
tary academies and a few smaller 
parochial institutions) the punish- 
ment is most often expulsion. 
Other schools not adhering to the 
honor system may be more lax in 
their punishment of offenders, es- 
pecially those caught for the first 
time. This, again, depends largely,' 
on the school and its stated policy. 
However, cheaters and potential 
cheaters are fully aware of the 
punishment they may expect, and 
this does not deter the majority.
